Reach  Verdict  of 
Accidental  Death 


Accidental  death  was  the  verdict 
reached  at  the  inquest  into  the  cir- 
cumstances surrounding  the  death 
of  John  Held,  who  passed  away  on 

Saturday    from    blood  poisoning. 

Dr.  A.  D.  Bechtel,  testified  to  hav- 
ing hern  called  to  aflriid  the  de- 
ceased on  April  7.  He  had  injuries 
to  his  left  wrist  caused  by  small 
splinters  of  wood  having  run  Into 
the  flesh.

Just  a  few  months  dfo  Victoria 
was  Introduced  for  the  first  time 
to  the  unique  genius  of  Mioitel 
Penha.  'cellist,  conductor  and  teach- 
er, who  came  here  with  the  Meab* 
Kah-Nie  Quartette.  Last  night,  in 
his  recital  at  the  Einprei..s  Hotel, 
his  .special  gift  aa  a  performer  on 
hl.s  chosen  Instrunieiu  was  much 
more  fully  demonstrated  in  a  very 
line  programme,  wliich  included 
such  little-known  works  aa  the 
"Toeeata"  by  Ptnesoohaldt  wui  Mau- 
rage's  "Meditation'';  while  more 
familiar  but  none  the  leia  interest- 
ing works  by  Bach.  Haydn,  Bocc- 
herlnl  and  Popper  rounded  out  an 
evening  of  supreme  enjoyments. 

There  seems  no  limit  to  Mr. 
Penha's  capacities  on  the  'cello.  His 
technique 'has  both  strength  and 
facility;  the  tone  la  Itnniriant.  round 
and  supple,  and  an  exuberant 
quality  pervades  all  his  playing.

The  capture  of  the 
first  fort  led  to  the  imprl.sonment 
of  146  persons  In  a  guardroom,  from 
which  only  twenty-three  were  tiken 
out  alive  the  next  morning.  It  has 
oome  down  in  history  as  "The  Black 
Hole  of  Oaleutta."

During  this  di.s<  u.sslou.  Miss 
Breeze  presented  the  report  of  the 
budget  committee  in  order  to  Indi- 
cate the  fln»^w«»t»l  tywiHttlwi  «# 

asBociatloB.  lUs  showed  an  esti- 
mated Ineooaa  for  l8S3-'34  of  $7,120 
and  expendlttve  of  $6,654.  leaving 
a  balance  of  $4C6  The  budget  com- 
mittee had  carefully  scrutinized  sU 
avenues  of  possible  reduction  In 
drawlnK  up  this  budget,  and  little 
improvement  of  the  total  eottld  be 
looked  for. 

An  animated  round-table  discus^ 
slon  on  various  matters  relating  to 
mining,  nearly  all  bearing  on  the 
question  of  unemployment  among 
nurses,  was  conducted  by  Miss 
Palrley,  of  Van -ouver  The  first 
que.«!tion  drawn  from  the  box  was: 
"The  public  requires  nurses,  and 
the  nurses  require  work;  is  there 
any  practical  sollltlQn  to  this  dual 
proUemt" 

mas  Duffleld.  the  first  speaker, 
commented  on  the  fact  that  the 
Oraduate  Nurses'  Association  of 
Vancouver  had  recently  adopted  an 
eight-hour  day,  at  $3.  for  nurses, 
with  the  Idea  of  meeting  the  mu- 
tual need.  Sponsored  bf  the  British 
Ck>lumbia  Oraduata  Mttrass*  a— ^^.i^- 
Uon.  a  sdMOM  waa  already  on  foot 
by  the  Vaaoouvar  V.O.N.  to  give 
an  hourly  appointment  service  for 
the  benefit  of  the  patient  who  could 
not  ufTord  and  did  not  need  full- 
time  care  This  .-ihould  eventually 
brlnp  employment  to  a  lanter  num- 
ber of  nurses  also,  although  at  the 
present  time  It  would  not  hi^  them 
to  any  great  extent.  The  seheme 
could  be  trl*d  otit  In  anv  centre 
Mlas  Diimrlfl

MLss  Kelley,  pubHc  health  ntiise. 
.^y*  noay  hones  In  the 
nnal  dlitrtets  ware  not  ideal  for 

the  treatment  of  patlent.s.  Another 
[.speaker  pointed  out  that  rural 
nwnse.s  were  limited  in  their  ac- 
tivities to  the  rulings  made  by  their 
local  committees.  Mi.s.s  Randal, 
provincial  registrar,  thought  it 
might  be  better  to  wait  until  the 
six  months'  expsrlmsnt  in  Vancou- 
var  had  pasMd  before  taking  any 
action.  Slater  Mary  Ludovlc,  Supe- 
rior at 'St.  Joseph's,  asked  If  the 
question  were  being  dlscu.sscd  from 
the  viewix)int  of  advantage  to  the 
nurse  or  the  patient. 

Mlu  Fairley  said  that  the  hourly- 
appointment  servloe  in  Vancouver 
waa  beina  apooaorad  by  the  associa- 
tlcn  to  meat  the  continual  criti- 
cism of  the  public  re  the  high  cost 
of  nursing,  other  .speakers  sug- 
gested that  It  would  perhaps  be  a 
good  thing  to  educate  the  doctors 
a.s  well  a.-i  tlie  nur.srs.  The  presi- 
dent conunented  tiiat  Vancouver 
doctors  had  already  been  etraa- 
larlsed,  and  Miss  Randal  stressed 
the  point  that  all  women's  organiz- 
ations particularly  .should  realize 
the  great  need  of  the  community 
at  the  present  time  In  this  matter 
of  cheaper  nursing  service. 

Miss  Whitehead  gave  an  able  dis- 
cussion of  the  management  of  diet 
trays  from  the  ward  nurses'  view- 
point and  with  a  view  to  the  facili- 
tation Of  ward  management,  main- 
taining that  some  reaponsiblo  and 
trained  person  Should  have  charge 
of  this  detaU.  Others  taktag  part 
,  in  this  discussion  were  maa  Getty. 
Miss  Mitchell  (Of  the  Jubilee  Hos- 
i>ital).  and  the  nurshig  superintend- 
ent of  Nelson  Hoapital. 

Also  entering  Into  the  question  of 
employment  wa.s  the  dLsous.slon  on 
the  merits  or  otherwise  at  the  pres- 
••'it  lime  of  instituting  a  system  of 
.smaller  training-schools  and  the 
empioynieni  of  more  grsduate 
nurses  In  hoaplt.  '  .  One  Of  the 
questioners  sugfested  that  if  hosipi- 
ui  boarda  would  stand  behind  the 
■ojB  to  employ  only  graduate  nurses 
m  neapltalB  it  would  do  a  great  deal 
to  aolve  the  problem  of  the  unem- 
ployed graduate.  Miss  Randal  point- 
ed out  that  In  the  10«  hospitals  of 
the  province  thero  were  already  only 
twelve  with  trainlng-schoola.  al- 
Oiough  when  she  bfqraa  «t*fp— ttng 
here  were  twanty-OQt  tialnlBg- 
Mlss  Davidson  noted  that 
there  were  more  nurses 


coming  back.  One  qwaker  suggest- 
ed that  the  Old  Country  method  of 
a  weeding  out  process  via  periodical 
.seemed  I  by  a  .state  board  would  i  colonial  boufjuet 


help  to  solve  the  problem.  Miss 
Fairley  noted  that  the  culling  down 
of  the  training-schools  beyond  a  cer- 
tain point  would  tend  to  eliminate 
some  of  the  glrla  who  jin  course  of 
time  would  develop  for  the  apecial 
poatUons  which  wen  so  important 
hi  hospital  admhilatratlcn. 

ThU  speaker  alee  thought  that 
nurses  had  maybe  tended  to  over- 
look the  needs  of  their  own  country 
by  mlgratinR  m  .such  numbers  to  the 
United  Slates,  where  there  were 
more  Canadian  nurses  than  there 
were  in  Canada,  a  statement  borne 
out  by  one  of  the  Sisters  of  Bt.  Jo- 
seph's, who  recalled  that  lees  than 
three  yean  ago  she  had  tried  to  get 
a  British  Columbia  nurse  for  a  posi- 
tion In  Alaska,  but  was  unable  to 
secure  one.  Finally  the  need  had 
been  supplied  by  the  small  Alberta 
town  of  Innlsfall. 

Further  discussion  broiight  out 
that  in  Jubilee  and  St.  Joaeph's  hos- 
pitals the  training-schools  had  been 
reduced  about  25  per  eent  with  a 
corresponding  hiersase  of  about  5 
par  cent  in  the  number  of  graduate 
nurses  employed:  while  in  the  Van- 
couver General  Ho«pltaI  the  train- 
ing-school had  been  decreased  by  50 
per  cent  since  1929.  and  a  100  per 
cent  lncrea.se  In  the  employment  of 
graduate  nurses.
